Press,  Radio  and  Television 

The  "Slow  Down  and  LIVE!"  Program  will  show  a record  of  marked  suc- 
cess in  the  reduction  of  traffic  deaths  for  the  24  participating  Northeastern  and 
Southern  states.  Probably  the  best  assurance  of  a spectacular  closing  is  to  plan, 
NOW,  an  all-out  enforcement  project  for  the  final  week  --  September  1 through 
iTiidnight  September  6. 

We  know  from  the  experience  of  such  states  as  Mississippi,  Massachusetts 
and  Washington  that  fatality -free  holidays  can  be  accomplished  through  extra- 
ordinary enforcement  measures. 

We  are  not  telling  you  how  to  do  your  job,  but  we  are  calling  your  atten- 
tion to  methods  which  have  worked  successfully.  Here  they  are: 

TOTAL  ENFORCEMENT  - State  and  Local  Police,  Inspectors, 

Sheriffs: 

A.  Cancel  all  "leaves"  --  have  your  full  force  at  work, 

B.  Extend  all  working  hours. 

C.  Call  out  all  reserves  and  uniformed  auxiliary  police. 

D.  Get  them,  out  on  the  highways  at  strategic  locations. 

E.  Use  all  regular  cruisers  plus  private  vehicles  of 
special  and  auxiliary  police. 

F.  Identify  all  extra  vehicles  being  used  with  two  "Slow 
Down  and  LIVE!"  bumper  strips  placed  on  the  doors. 

(NOTE:  The  strip  can  be  peeled  off  without  injury  to 
the  car  finish.)  There  is  still  time  to  get  the  bumper 
strips  for  this  special  use  if  you  order  NOW  from

G.  Where  possible,  call  in  supervisory  personnel  to 

plan  your  state  or  local  enforcement  program.  Have 
the  supervisors  explain  the  plan  to  troops  or  precincts 
in  the  field. 

2.  TOTAL  PUBLICITY  - State  Safety  Coordinators,  heads  of  Police 

Departments,  Mayors,  Sheriffs,  etc.: 

A.  Announce  to  the  press,  radio  and  television  that 
September  1 to  6 will  bring  intensive  enforcement. 

B.  Tell  the  press,  radio  and  television  of  your  plans 
for  supplemental  personnel. 

C.  Announce  that  special  police  cars  will  carry  the 
"Slow  Down  and  LIVE!"  emblem. 

D.  You  may  use  this  Bulletin  as  an  information  item 
for  press,  radio  and  TV. 

E.  Be  sure  that  your  publicity  outlets  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  this  special  enforcement  "push"  marks  the 
climax  of  the  "Slow  Down  and  LIVE!"  program. 

Just  one  more  thing  remains  to  be  said if  you  carry  out  this  plan,  do 

it  on  a BIG  scale accept  the  challenge  as  a real  piece  of  work  and  mean 

business  in  your  enforcement  policy.
